Tur Verſion chiefly adhered to in the 
following work, as by much the moſt literal, is 
that which is at preſent uſed by the Eſtabliſh'd 
Church of Scotland; which is never departed 
from, but where the meaning and ſpirit of the 
Original Text, or the harſhneſs of the Metre, 
ſeemed to require it. 


Tux words of that Verſion are frequently 


retained, even when not perfectly literal, where 


they expreſs fully the meaning of the paſſage. 


Tar great ſtudy, however, of the Editor, 
in connection with his endeavour to improve 
the Metre, hath been to make the preſent Vere 
ſion as literal as poſſible. 


Wu it hath been found neceſſary to ſup- 
ply words, not in the Original, either to an- 
{wer the idiom of the Engliſh language, or to 
complete the Metre, which is often unavoid- 
ably neceſſary in a work of this nature; the 
expletory words uſed for that purpoſe, have 
been ſelected with much caution, ſo as to avoid

the whole work, ſtudied as far as the nature 
of it would admit, to expreſs the fame Hebrew 
words, in all places where they occur, by the 
| ſame Englith ones; upleſs where a dubibuſneſs 
or variety of meaning in the original expreſ- 
fion ſeemed to ſanction a greater latitude of 
interpretation. 


VIII. Tax diviſion of the Pſalms into Five Parts 
or Pooks, obſerved in the Original, is alſo 
obſerved in this Verſion : And though, in a 
Tranſlation, the diſtinguithing characters which 
mark the Pſalms compoſed after the order of 
the Hebrew Alphabet (i. e. each ſentence, verſe, 
or other diviſion, beginning with one of the 
letters of that Alphabet in their order) are 
loſt ; yet as this manner of compoſition ſeems 
to denote a peculiar importance or excellency 
of matter in the Plalms ſo compoled, thoſe 
Pſalms, being feven in number, are likewiſe 
particularly noted in the following work. 


IX, Tax Titles prefixed to the different Pſalms 
in the Original, are omitted ;, both as in many 
inſtances of d ubious ſignification, and as not 
immediately neceſſury to he inſerted in a metri- 
cal Verſion, however properly retained in the 
eſtabliſhed Proſe Tranſlation, which the Reader 
hath always accels to conſult.

As there is generally underſtood to be a 
meaning in the word Selah, drawing particu- 
lar attention to the paſſages where it occurs, 
thoſe paſſages, being 71 in number, are there- 
fore pointed out in this Verſion, by the initial 
letter 5. ; and in one of thoſe paſſages, P/a/m 
ix. 16. where, for a fimilar reaſon, the word 
Higgaion is prefix'd to Selah, the initial letters 
of both words are retained, thus, II. S. 


THE manner of numbering the Pſalms and 
Verſes obſerved in the Verſions now in uſe, is 
retained in the preſent work; chictly for the 
more eaſy compariſon with thoſe verſions, by 
any who may be diſpoſed to take the trou- 
ble of making ſach compariſon. One devia- 
tion only occurs from this rule, in P/al. xcv. 
where the latter part of verſe 9. in our Proſe 
Tranſlation, is, in this Verſion, joined to 
verſe B.; according to the plain connexion 
eſtabliſhed by the Apoſtle in quoting that paſ- 
ſage from the Greek Verſion, Hebr. in. 7, 
and 8. and iv 7.— he words marked in 
the Original, and in our Proſe Tranſlation, as 
the 2oth verſe of Palm lxxii are likewiſe 
verſified in this work, as forming a ſignificant 
part of the Text. 


Tur Stile, and Verſification, as neceſſary in 
a work intended for the peruſal of Readers 


of 
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of all ſorts, are plain and unadorned; the em- 
belliihmenis of poetry, though not deſpiſed, 
nor, it is hoped, altogether neglected, being 
yet always made ſubiervient to the ſemplicity of 
the jenſe. And the 'ditor hath purpotrly a- 
voided the increaſe of ©xpence, and ſhow of 
learning, which would attend the crowding 
his pages with quotations and authorities in 
the learned lan: uv4ges. He hath, however, 
with freedoin, availed himſelf of the labours 
of the Learned, wherever he could find them 
to his purpoſe ; and it might be deemed an 
omiſſion, were he not to mention, that before 
committing theſe ſheets to the Preſs, he hath 
had the ſatis faction to ſee and examine the va- 
rious reaGings contained in the late learned Dr 
Kennicott's Edition of the Hebrew Bible, ex- 
tracted ſo far as concerns this Book of Pſalms, 
from 233 Manuſcripts, and 93 printed Edi- 
tions; a work, in which, among other valu- 
able articles, the Editor obſerves with much 
pleaſure, the eſtabliſhment of two important 
readings in P/alm x11. 10, and Pſalm xxxiv. 
20. 21. demonſtrating, as the learned Doctor 
ſuovs in the cleareſt manner, the application 
of thoſe Pſalms to that HOLY and JUST 
ONE, “of whom Moſes, in the Law, and 
* the Prophets, did write.“

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XIII. Tre ordinary poetic meaſures or metres 
obſerved in former Verſions, are likewiſe 
followed in this work ; that is to ſay, the 
verſes, or ſtanzas, conſiſt each of four lines, 
the lines containing either eight and fix ſylla- 
bles alternately, or every line eight. This 
ſimplicity of metre ſeems to be well ſuited to 
a work of this nature; and any want of va- 
riety in thoſe meaſures, is ſufficiently ſupplied 
by the variety of melodies, or tunes, to which 
they are adapted. There are only three in- 
ſtances in which the above general rule as to 
meaſure is not obſerved, viz. in the ſecond 
verſions of Pſalm cxvii. and Pſalm exxxwvi. and 
in P/alm cl. all which are compoſed wholly of 
lines of ſeven ſyllables, adapted to the tune of 
what is called The Eafter Hymn, uſed by the 


Eſtabliſhed Church of England.
